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THE ART OF BUDDING. 


May Be Successfully ‘Done at End of 
Growing Season. : 


Budding consists in taking a bud 


from one tree and iuserting jt under 
the bark of another tree, says Ameri- 
can Cultivator. It is used to take the 
place of grafting'and Is practiced in a 
commercial way in propagating peach- 
es, plums, cherries, roses and certain 
varieties of ornamental trees and 
shrubs, -It is essential that the bud 
and stock unite freely. To have this 
occur the cells of the camblum layer 
of the stock must be in a stateof active 
division, indicated by the ready sepa-

ration of the bark from the wood. The 
union of the two, the bud and the 
stock, takes place at the edges of the 
bark of the inserted bud. For this rea- 
son the bud should be inserted as soon 
as it Is cut from the twig so as to 
avoid drying out. In climates haviug 
severe winters budding: is most satis- 
factory when performed near the end 
of the growling season. ‘The buds 
should be plump and mature when 
taken from shoots of the current 
year’s growth. The “bud stocks” 
should be cut the day the buds are to 
be inserted, trimmed and wrapped at 
once {in a damp cloth to prevent drying 
out. Trimming consists in cutting off 
the leaves, saving a bit of the stem to 
use as a handle in Inserting. In cut- 
ting the buds use sharp knife; insert 
blade of knife one-fourth inch below 
bud, cut upward just behind bud, re- 
moving but little of wood, comig out 
about one-fourth of an inch above bud 
(see Fig. A). 

To insert bud make T shaped incl- 
sion in stock about two Inches above 
ground (see Fig. B). With the spatula 
of budding knife lovsen the Ilps of 
bark in angle of the T' cut and slip in 
the bud (see Fig. B). The bud must be 
held firmly in place by a bandage 
wound above and below, being care- 
ful to leave the eye of the bud uncov- 
ered. Raffia fiber (wet), bast, candle 
wick or waxed cloth may be used for 
tying. Raffa is usually employed. If 
the bud “takes” remove the bandage 
in about ten days by cutting loose on 
back side of stock to prevent the hin- 
dering-of growth of bud. In three or 
four weeks cut off the stock just above 
bud to stimulate the growth of new 
bud. 

Peaches are pbudded the same year 
that the pits are planted. As soon as 
the seedlings are lurge enough to hold 
a bud they are ready for budding. 

After budding examine the stock 
frequently and remove any suckers 
that may start at base of seedling. 


Winter Wheat. 

A remarkably good yleld of winter 
wheat has been secured by growers 
representing a very large area of the 
winter wheat belt. It is also reported 
that the grain {is of exceptionally high 
quality. This gratifying result will add 
to “the substantial-prosperity that pre- 
vails throughout the country. Winter 
wheat as a money crop has begun to 
interest farmers who hjtherto have not 
grown it to any appreciable extent. A 
number of Illinois corn belt farmers, 
for example, are planning to seed much 
of their land to wheat this autumn. 
Wheat fits into rotations and is a de- 
pendable crop. It can be grown at an 
attractive profit as a rule, and owing 
to the perfection of machinery having 
to do with its production the crop sim- 
plifies the farm labor problem to some 
extent. There probably will be more 
land sown to wheat this year than for 
many seasons. Where it is a reliable 
crop itis a money maker. But it is bad 
furmlig to grow wheat In succession 
on the same land. It should be fol: 
lowed by other crops, especially leg 
umes, and phosphorus usually should 
be applied to soll used for grain grow- 
ing.—Breeder’s Gazette. : 


Old Pastuzes Reclaimed. 

Some years ago u neighboring farm 
er.undertook the renovation of 2 por 
tion of his pasture that was overrun 
with worthless growth. It was on the 
southern slope of a bill and naturally 
a good soil. The piece was fenced and 
for two years devoted to crops. No 
manure was used, only commercial fer- 
tilizers. 

This land was not run out, but sim- 
ply the grasses had given place to 
weeds, brakes and other wild growth. 
It had never been plowed, and the 
thorough treatment given resulted in a 
good catch of grass and was afterward 
a fino plece of pasture. This was a 
case where a moderate amount of la- 
bor and cost transformed an unprodur 
tive field into one of much value. 


Floor For a Sheep Pen. 

A good floor for a sheep pen is made 
by a foot or more of cobblestones, fin- 
ished with coarse gravel, the whole 
thing to be slightly elevated above 
the surrounding ground. No dampness 
will arise from such a floor o1 be on it. 
—Blooded Stick.

LARGE HOG HOUSE. 


Provides For Maximum of Sunlight 
and Exclusion of Drafts, 

The Illinois experiment station gives 
the following description of a large 
hog house which Is in successful uop- 
eration: 

Sanitation.—_In order to be sanitary 
a hog house should admit the direct 
rays of the syn to the floor of all the 
pens and exclude cold drafts in win- 
ter, be dry, free from dust, well ven- 
tilated and exclude the hot sun during 
the summer 

lig. 1 shows a hog house built with 
this purpose in view. The building ag 
a whole Is thirty feet wide, with an

elght foot alley running lengthwise 
enst and west with the wiftdows on 
the south side. The important factor 
to consider in this connection is the 
height of the windows represented at 
BE and D In connection with the width 
and manner of: construction of the 
building. The window BE !s so placed 
that at noon of the shortest day™of the 
year tke ray of light which pass 
through the upper part will fall upon 
the floor on the south side pen on the 
opposite side from the window. This 
allows the total amount of light com- 
ing through the window at this season 
of the year and this time of the day 
to fall upon the floor within the pen. 
In the morning and in the afternoon, 
when the sunvis not at its highest 
point, a part or all of this beam of 
ght will pass beyond the pen. Con- 
sequently during the later winter 
months there will be a maximum 
amount of sunlight on the floor of the 
pen, 

The lower part of the window D Jn 
tho upper part of the building per- 
forms the same function for the pen on- 
the north side of the ulley as does the 
window E for the pen on the south side. 

By this arrangement of windows 
there is possible 4 maximum amount 
of sunlight on the floor of the pens in 
winter which will serve to warm the 
interlor of the house and especially the 
beds during the latter months of win- 
ter, thus making it possible to have. 
pigs farrowed very early in the season, 
Sunlight not only warms and dries the 
building, but destroys disease germs, 
thus making the building both warm 
and sanitary. Sanitation is further 
augmented by the upper part of the 
window D, which, when open, acts as 
a ventilator. It is supplied with 
weights so that it can be-opened and 
closed at will by the attendant while 
standing on the floor of the alley. 

To have this arrangement of win- 
dows in the latitude above cited, it Is 
necessary to have the top of the win- 
dow B, which throws light into the pen 
on the south side, five feet six inches 
from the floor. The upper window, 
which throws Ight into the pen on the 
north side, Is longer, but a point in 
this window the same distance above 
the lower end as the height of the win- 
dow BD should be nine feet eight inches 
from the floor. ‘This necessitates a flat 
roof for the part of the building south 
of the alley, which must necessarily be 
made of some material that will shed 
water at a slight pitch. The wall on 
the north side of the building !s made 
as high as that on the south side, but

the roof on the north side and alley is 
made steeper so as to have more air 
space and good ventilation. 

In Fig. 2 is submitted the ground 
plan of the hog house. -It is 120 feet 
long by 80 feet wide and is provided 
with an alley which runs lengthwise 
through the middle of the building and 
is eight feet wide. This permits of 
driving through the building with a 
wagon, which allows the feed and bed- 
ding to be hauled in where it is needed 
and the manure to be loaded on the 
wagon directly from the pens and 
hauled to the field. 

The pens are ten teet wide and 
eleven feet deep. Each pen has a 
doorway lending to the outside which 
{s opened by a door sliding upward. 
There {s also a door opening to the alley 
op the inside.

It is an encouraging theory that all |

important art epochs have been pre- 
ceded by epochs of great wealth, and 
It may well be that the present multi- 
plication of large fortunes will be the 
foundation of a more ideal condition 
of society, affording, as these fortunes 
do, the support of extensive artistic 
undertakings, as did those of Genoa 
and Venice. And while it would be In- 
sensate folly to fill our museums exclu- 
sively with work by Americans, It is 
more and more to be expected that our 
artists will profit by the showing they 
make In such collections as the com- 
parative exhibition of a few years ago, 
iu which they held their own with for- 
eign masters of the same departments, 

The first way, therefore, to help 
American art is to buy worthy pictures 
by American artists. Our rich men— 
particularly our new recruits In this 
class—should bear in mind that an ex- 
hibition of, let us say, the Society of 
American Artists, has as high a stand- 
‘ard of admittance as the Paris Salon 
and {s likely to contain less trash, and 
that, purely as aj matter of investment, 
to urge no higher motive, it pays to 
buy the best American work. 

Another way for those who wisb by 
their wealth to add to the pleasure of 
their countrymen is to give or bequeath 
a portion of it to a museum for the en- 
couragement of native art, and to be 
of the highest efficiency such a bene. 
faction should be without condition. It 
is said that in Boston It is not respecta- 
ble to die without making a bequest to 
Harvard university or the Museum of 
Art. Certainly that city bas an envia- 
ble reputation for the unceasing, ever 
vigilant civic pride and solidarity that 
made Emerson exclaim of it, “Thou 
darling town of ours!’—Century.
